THE COOK WAS LEFT TO DIE 


to Fate, the Party Was 


Fouiut Trusting; to Providence 


for Belief. 


MIBBOULA, Mont., November 26.—A 


harrowing tale comes from the little 
mountain hamlet of Kendiick, Idaho, 
to the effect that the Carliii party was 
found more dead than alive, minus Col- 
gate, the cook, whose pitiful abandon- 
ment was ueceesitated in order ilint the 
remainder might be saved. 


The MiBBoulian'a correspondence ie to 


the effect that a courier arrived in Ken- 
drick tit 6 o'clock tl'is morning bearing 
the startling announcement that the 
party, except Colgnte, ivert) found by 
Lieutenant Elliott's relief corps on the 
Middle Fork of the Clearwater, 130 miles 
from habitation, famished, without a, 
horse or provisions, -barefooted, only the 
Boles of their shoes remaining, and scant 
of clothing, hemmed in by interminable 
and impenetrable snow banks, and after 
several attempts to escape the party bad 
become resigned to fate, trusting in 
Providence for relief. Another thirt}'- 
sis hours would have discovered their 
frozen remains. 


Lieutent Elliott found the men verg- 


ing on insanity, and every hope gone. 
He wag horrified to learn Colgate was 
still bohind, owing to his inability to 
keep up with the party. This necessi- 
tated the sending of an additional 
searching party for Colgate, though Car- 
Hn believes it to be too late, and he 
will not be found alive. The leaving of 
Colgate is said to have been the most 
trying ordeal of the expedition.

this city, are morally and legally respon- 
sible to a. very great extent for whatever 
reputation we enjoy, bo it at homo or 
abroad. Appreciating the firm and un- 
alterable position of Tun RKPUIIMOAN on 
all questions nnnrorning Fresno's wel- 
fare, I have presumed to indite these 
few UncB upon a question that I think 
will engage the attention of every hon- 
est, respectable man in this entire com- 
munity. 


It is an indisputable fact that there 
arc certain evils existing in the world 
that can't bo cured and muat bo en- 
dured. No matter how much we may 
deplore this truth, nevertheless it won't 
down—such as tbo usu of intoxicating 
drinks, horse racing, houses of sin, for 
instance. 


The reformers of the city have lately 


given their attention to the saloon ques- 
tion and guod results liava followed by 
the closing of saloons on Sunday, but 
the creates! evil of all is left untouched, 
to-wit: the houses of prostitution. The 
term "across the track," in the language 
of Grover, has fallen into innocuous 
desuetude, and Mnriposa, I and J streets 
are now leading the van. I refer to 
those purls of the streets included with- 
in llits paved district. In open defiance 
of decency, good tnsto and everything 
else that should be respected, the wily 
siren of the above named district Haunts 
her vice in the faces of our wives 
nnd daughters, seven days and. nights 
each week. 


The eflicicut police force, constables 


and deputies, and sheriff's deputies as 
well, all seem to go down on the other 
side, and either do not see it, or else 
wink at it. Is it because there are no 
laws on the statute books of our state, 
or ordinances of our city to protect us 
from this condition? Or is it for somo 
other reasont If this matter is not 
regulated and that very speedily, it will 
bo in order to re-bapti/.o Mariposa street 
and call it Dupont. 


What is there cither in law or morals 


to prevent our Board of City Trustees 
from passing an ordinance restricting 
this evil to certain quarters, the same as 
you would a pest house or a leper set- 
tlement? Are there any reasons why it 
can't be done? If so, why?

community that if the law can't reach 
it, public opinion will bo so strong that 
a landlord who dares to rent his prop- 
erty for such base and low purposes, 
will be driven from out the city, lor no 
ono thus engaged can be anything but a 
bad citix.cn.

Statement. 


GKOVEB HAILED WITH DELIGHT 


There Is at Least One Who Indorses 


His Hawaiiuu 


Policy. 


WASHINGTON, November 25. — The 


fourth volume of paper accompanying 
Blount's report has been given out by 
the state department, consisting of all 
the disclosures made by Blount in the 
dispatches and with his report from 
Honolulu. It is the testimony on which 
he backs his report. The statement of 
Liliuokalani is of special interest and 
importance. 
On December 17th she 


claims she received a letter from a source 
she docs not divulge, warning her the 
American representatives were at that 
time preparing for the annexation of the 
island. _She appealed to the British 
commissioner and he advised against 
her suggestion to lay the matter before 
all members of the diplomatic corps. 


Continuing she says: "The morning 


of January 14th arrived with all prepar- 
ations for clearing the legislature. At 
the cabinet meeting I told the cabinet it 
was my intention to promulgate a new 
constitution at noon. I prorogued the 
legislature. At the commencement of 
my reign a petition was sent from all 
parts of the kingdom asking for a new 
constitution. A month later with two 
members of the legislature I started in 
to make a new constitution. After com- 
f 


letiug it I placed it in the hands of 
eterson, asking him to correct and re- 


vise it. He consulted many lawyers 
and others regarding it, and when it 
was returned I found no changes had 
been mado and BO concluded it was all 
right. 
^'Early in January I mentioned to Cap- 


tain Nowlin of the Household Guards 
and Marshal Wilson my intention to 
promulgate a new constitution and to 
prepare themselves to quell any riot or 
outbreak from the opposition. They as- 
sured ina they would be ready, and I 
gave strict injunctions to secrecy. Par- 
ker and Cornwcll gave mo the assurance 
of their support before their appoint- 
ment as ministers, while Peterson un- 
derstood my intention, and Colburn 
heard it from Peterson. It appears that 
Colburn, on the morning of January 
14th, acted the part of a traitor by going 
to Hartwell, a lawyer, and receiving in- 
structions from him to strongly advise 
me to abandon the idea. The cabinet 
informed me that he did not think it ad- 
visable for mo to take such a stop, that 
there was danger of uprising, etc. I 
told them I would not have undertaken 
it it they had not encouraged inc. They 
led me out to the edge of a precipice and 
are leaving me to take the leap iilono. 
Tho ministers left Parker to try to dis- 
suade me ffom my purpose, and in the 
meantime they wont to the government 
building to inform Thurston and his 
party of the stand I took. Of course 
they wore instructed not to yield. The 
ministers returned and begged I should 
wait for two weeks and in the meantime 
they would bo ready to present the 
constitution to me. 
I then Informed 
the 
people, under 
the 
advice of 


my 
ministers, 
I 
had 
yielded as 


they had promised on Sviiio future day 
I could give them u new constitution. 
I heard u commotion below in the yard, 
and hurried to the front of the veranda, 
and from there addressed the people, 
saying their wishes for a new constitu- 
tion would not bo granted just then, 
but would be some future day. Every- 
thing was quiet in the palace all that 
night. Sunday Parker advised mo the 
reform party was holding a meeting. 
All Sunday everything was quiet. Mon- 
day the ministers issued a notice, giving 
assurances that any changes desired in 
the fundamental law of the land would 
bo sought only by the methods pro- 
vided in the constitution itself and 
signed by myself and ministers. It was 
intended to reassure the people. About 
6 o'clock, however, troops from the 
United Slates ship Boston were landed 
by orilur of Minister Stuvunti, in tiucruL 
understanding with the revolutionary 
party." 


The statement of circumstances con- 


cerning the yielding of authority to the 
provisional government does not differ 
from 
the statements already made. 


After detailing the subsequent appeals 
LaUioguvurnmentofthe United States 
shosnys: "President Harrison's term 
expired and President Cleveland's in- 
auguration took place and I hailed it as 
a good onion, having met him in 1837 
while he occupied the presidential chair 
and I have not been 
disappointed. 


Your arrival brought relief to our peo- 
ple and your presence safety. No doubt 
the, provisional government 
would 


Uavo carried out extreme measures 
towards myself and my people, as yon 
may already have seen by their unjust 
actions. If the President had been in- 
different to my petitions I am certain it 
would have brought serious results to 
myself and tyranny to my subjects. In 
this 1 recognize the high sense of justice 
ind honor in the person who is ruler of 
ihc American nation."

So far as attorneys for the settlers are 


concerned, the circumstances of those

tional character can be traced not alone 
in its boasted productions of art, in pil- 
lared temples, in palaces and libraries;

In these it stands 
in full relief, unveiled, in the very garb 
of nature." 


An Indian trail and a modern railway 


are types of two very different epochs of 
history. A traveler needs but a glance 
at the harrow, filthv streets of Oriental 
cities to convince him of tho low stand- 
ard of Asiatic civilization. 


The roads of a country are accurate 


tests of its intelligence. The printing 
press, a common coinage, or the use of a 
single language, even, would be of little 
benefit to a nation if its means ot inter- 
communication were obstructed. 


Barbarism is the lot of every people 


where roads are unknown. Their con- 
struction is one of the first indications 
of emergence fronm savage state; their 
improvement keeps pace with the ad- 
vances of the nation in number, wealth, 
industry and science. Everywhere ex- 
ists this relation between the road sys- 
tem of a people and their progress in 
civilization.

The Romans were the first great road 


builders of the world and an analogy 
may be drawn between their roads and 
their conquests, and one may trace their 
character and history from these, their 
least boasted achievements.

From Home, as a center, radiated in

Along tlicsu giant arteries 
coursed tho wealth, the power, the com- 
merce of the world. From Scotland to 
Antioch, 4000 miles, tho Hainan could 
travel by ixjst, interrupted only by the 
English channel and tho Hellespont.

\vcro going on all over the island of Cor 
eicn. Tho canton of ^occhi coinm-ist^ 
several villages, aninii;; others Gnnsno, 
nok'd for its famous mini nil spri;:;^ 
nnd also for tlio lurbnlence of ils peni/io. 
Tiio clectioiiB took place in each village, 
and on tlio morrow tho president;! o£ t'.K- 
soveral bureaus were to meet ut Soccia 
for tbo formal declaration of tbo poll. 
In consequence of certain disorders Unit 
luid already occurred, the mayor of Sec- 
da issued :in edict to tlie effect that HOHL- 
of tlie inhabitants of Gnagno wsu to en- 
ter tho village that da}-. 


Tho inhabitants of Gur-gno chose to 


ignore this order, aud 60 of them, all 
armed, and all angry that their candi- 
date had been defeated, marched upon 
Socciu, headed by their mayor. 
Two 


gendarmes—not armed— hart boon placed 
at tlio entrance of tin* village and warned 
the advancing troops that they were to 
coma no further. Tlia mayor of Gnagiio 
cried "Fire!" There was a general vol- 
ley from his followers, nnd tho two gen- 
darmes fell dead. "They l»th bore ex- 
cellent characters. Ono of them had been 
24 years in the service, had been proposed 
for tho military medal and leaves a wife 
and three children." 


Sucli was tho first account iu thcilriih 


paper of Bastia. It occupied about seven 
inches of ono column. The next day the 
editor had had time to reflect (or he, too, 
may possibly have had a significant 
warning), for in an article threu inches 
long the account was somewhat quali- 
fied, and there waflthis important emen- 
dation, "It eeeins we were uotcorrect in 
statins that it was tho mayor of Gnagno 
who gavo tho order to fire upon tho gen- 
darmes." 


Tho third day there were just two 


linos, "In consequence of tho unfortu- 
nate affair at Soccia it is probable that 
tho mayor of Gnagno will Bond in hia 
resignation." That was all. I took in 
the newspaper regularly for a week, for 
I was curious tosoehowtuoaffolrwould 
end, but (.hero was nothing more—ap 
parcntly no inquiry, no prosecution of 
tho offenders.—Contemporary Review.
